ing moro, and travel was simply the get- 
tiui^ from one place to another, then ji 
good road bed of the shortest length be- 
tween connected points would meet the 
full demands of a country road. Jint peo- 
ple travel largely for pleasure, and when 
the going is a duty, they desire- to mix as 
much comfort with the commission as 
possible. Tho roadside is the constantly 
changing panorama, of all who pass along 
any highway. 


The writer knows of t\vo equally good 


roads, so far as the roadbed iKcoucernecl, 
at equal distances from a village. 
One 


is kept clean, not expensively ,so, 
the 


grass is cut and it well pays the owners of 
the laud for (heir work. 
The other com- 


mon road has half-finished ditches along 
the side, which bristle with 
Canada 


thistle and other vile woods. 
Tho fences 


are hedge-rows of filth, aud propagating 
beds for noxious plants that 
each year 


seed down the whole neighborhood with 
expensive pests. The fanners along this 
portion of the highway have, with one 
accord, turned the road into a common 
';t;lo]> jar," into which they throw every- 
thing that is not fit to be seen. Tn one 
place is a large brush heap, upon which 
the trimmings of the trees in the door- 
yard are annually thrown, and become, au 
object of fright to many a horse that 
passes by starlight. 
A little further on 


is the log-yard of a farmer., The roadside 
is appropriated as a place where the nec- 
essary rails arc split from year to year. 
In this brush the turkeys build a nest, 
and behind the logs a litter of pigs first 
sees the light of day. 
Born upon the 


highway, these animals hold all the claims 
of their birthright. 
Tho next farmer has 


his barn "on the road," aud with the 
tumble-down piles of old lumber, inter- 
spersed with broken harrows and cultivat- 
ors which surround it, the passer-by must 
either shut his ej'es, aud nose to%, or be 
a witness to a thriftless, shiftless and even 
disgusting scene. 
Not far up the road 


things arc even worse, for, instead of the 
bam, the house is on the public highway, 
and the carriage track is daily sprinkled 
with the chips that ily from the .slow and 
melancholy chopper in his boundless road- 
side wood-yard. 


The fanners along the well kept road- 


way have no better farms than their slip- 
shod neighbors on the other side of the 
village; they, perhaps, do not make any 
more, money. 
Hut there are some things 


in which they are vastly superior. They 
lira on a higher plane, aud therefore a 
comparison is difficult to make, and not 
at all necessary. 
The well kept road 


gclfi all the pleasure 
driving; .110 one 


thinks of going into the unkempt district 
except on business. 
The tidy road is a 


double and mutual comfort to those who 
desire to tako .t pleasure drive and to the 
farmers who dwell along (he highway. 
Nothing enlivens thy common life of the 
farmer and his family like the sight of' 
frequent vehicles upon the highway. 


Tho difference in the cost of keeping 


the two extremes of country road 
I'K in 


favor of the one that is neat aud pleasing 
to the eye. 
There is an increase of buy, 


and u groat saving of labor in weed kill- 
ing. 
The roadside that is left to itself is 


not, mowed, and yields only weeds. 
Tho 


value of the farms, though they may have 
been the same •• at the outset, 
is widely 


different now. 
Though the fertility of 


the acres may not be far from the same, 
the well-kept laud is always salable at a 
good price, while the shiftleew 
fanner 


in 11*4 KMpk a buyer for his laud. 


The rows of maple and elm trees that 


wen: planted along the good road fifteen 
years ago cost but a trifle at the time, but 
are now so valuable that to cut them 
down would be counted a sin. 
They pay 


a good interest in the shade and beauty 
which they 
afford, while at the same

lighthouse was laid by the Duke of Edin- 
burgh in August, 1879, and on May 18 of 
the present year the duke presided at the 
ceremonial attending me opening of the 
new striiuturo. 
The duke lighted the 


lamps, and, after two hours spent on the 
reef, the party returned to Plymouth. The 
first Eddystone lighthouse wan built by 
Henry Widstunley iu 1(J%. 
It \vns con- 


structed of wood and stone. 
After seven 


years, a storm of great severity swept 
along the cosst. 
und 
the lighthouse 


was overwhelmed with the waves', the 
architect and keepers perishing. 
Five 


years claused before a second structure 
was erected. The design was similar to 
former one, which had been unable to 
breast the tempest, but fire and not the 
sea. was destined to destroy the building 
of which John Iludyard, a silk mercer, of 
Loiidoi!, \vfts the architect. 
Forty-seven 


years passed away before the lighthouse 
succumbed. Shareholders held a lease of 
the reef ami owned the building, and 
more than fifty years of the lease were 
miexpired when the firs occurred. Ac- 
cordingly, the holders of the lease pie- 
pared to erect a new lighthouse, and Johu 
Smcaton, who the year before had studied 
engineering ou the continent, and was 
commended by the president of the Royal 
Society, was engaged to superintend the 
»-ork.

four yesrr. the structure 


wits completed, 
and 
123 years have 


elapsed, during which tlie light has per- 
petuated Smeaton's fame, and now the 
new tower is built, not because Smeatcn's 
work was decaying, but because the reef 
itself was undermined by the waves ut 
the point where the tower rested.
